11 is but comparatively a-h; rt time now 
before the city of Brat nerd will have to 
make a move ‘to provide for power for 
an electric light plant, another problem 
equally as important as that of provid­ 
ing a water works system for the city, 
whieh[ha~ been under discussion for so 
long. 
The present contract u n d e r which the 
present arrangement is conducted was 
made in 1887 and runs for twenty years, 
T his” will give Brainerd but two years 
to think about what it will do about 
light at the expiration of the contract. 
The franchise was first granted to the 
Brainerd Light and Power company but 
it was afterwards transferred to the 
Mississippi and Bum River Boom com­ 
pany. 
A few years ago the dam was acquir­ 
ed by the Northwest Paper company 
and since that time the city has been 
dealing with them. 
It is now stated 
that after the expiration of the present 
contract for power that the water com­ 
pany will not make a renewal, as they 
want ail the power they can get for the 
pulp mill {and other kindred industries j 
now constructed or to be constructed, 
and if they should renew the contract 
it is thought that the price they should 
ask would be so out of proportion that 
it would be impossible for the city to 
enter into the agreement and expect to 
come out clear. 
The only solution then is the erection 
of a steam plant and this would change 
the entire arrangement of furnishing 
iight|for the city. 
y At St.’.Cloud there are two concerns, j 
independent concerns, that furnish light 
for the city and the competition natur­ 
ally brings the cost to th<> consumer 
down to a proper bads. The one is a 
water power plant and the other ai-team 
plant. 
It is a matter that will probably bo 
taken up within a short time, for. as in 
the case of the water works matter, it 
will take several months to make inves­ 
tigations and arrive at a feasible and 
proper plan. 
The city council for the next two years 
then ha.sjjust a little responsibility on 
its shoulders and upon their action de­ 
pends the success or failure in the man­ 
agement of the water works and electric 
light plants.

It is but comparatively ftsht rt time now 
before the city of Brainerd will have to 


m a k e a move ’to provide for power for 
an electric light plant, another problem 
equally as important as that of provid­ 
ing a water works system for the city, 
which[haa been under discussion for so 
long. 
The present contract under which the 
present arrangement is conducted was 
made in 1887 and runs for twenty years. 
T his*will give Brainerd but two years 
to think about what it will do about 
light at the expiration of tho contract. 
The franchise was first granted to the 
Brainerd Light and Power company but 
it was afterwards transferred to the 
Mississippi and Rum River Boom com­ 
pany. 
A few years ago the dam was acquir 
cd by the Northwest Paper company 
and since that time the city has been 
dealing with them. It is now stated 
that after the expiration of the present 
contract for power that the water com­ 
pany will not make a renewal, as they 
want all the power they can got for the 
pulp mill (and other kindred industries 
now constructed or to be constructed, 
and if they should renew the contract 
it is thought that the price they should 
ask would be so out of proportion that 
it would be impossible for the city to 
enter into the agreement and expect to 
come out clear. 
The only solution then is the erection 
of a steam plant and this would change 
the entire arrangement of furnishing 
l ig h te r the city. 
B>At St/.Cloud there are two concerns, 
independent concerns, that furnish light 
for the city and the competition natur­ 
ally brings the cost to the consumer 
down to a proper basis. The one is a 
water power plant and the other asteam 
plant. 
It is a matter that will probably bo 
taken up within a short time, for, as in 
the case of the water works matter, it 
will take several months to make inves­ 
tigations and arrive at a feasible and 
proper plan. 
The city council for the next two years 
then hasfjust a little responsibility on 
its shoulders and upon their action de­ 
pends the success or failure in the man­ 
agement of the water works and electric 
light plants.

It is but comparatively ashc rt time now 
before the city of Brainord will have to 
make a move ’to provide for power for 
an electric light plant, another problem 
equally as important as that of provid­ 
ing a water works system for the eity, 
which[has been under discussion for to 
long. 
The present contract under which the 
present arrangement is conducted was 
made in 1887 and runs for twenty years. 
This*will give Brainerd but two years 
to think about what it will do about 
light at the expiration of the contract. 
The franchise was first granted to the 
Brainerd Light and Power company but 
it was afterwards transferred to the 
Mississippi and Rum River Boom com­ 
pany. 
A few years ago the dam was aequir 
ed by the Northwest Paper company 
and since that time the city has been 
dealing with them. It is now stated 
that after the expiration of the present 
contract for power that the water com­ 
pany will not make a renewal, as they 
want all the power they can got for the 
pulp mill (and other kindred industries 
now constructed or to be constructed, 
and if they should renew the contract 
it is thought that the price they should 
ask would be so out of proportion that 
it would be impossible for the city to 
enter into the agreement and expect to 
come out clear. 
The only solution then is the erection 
of a steam plant and this would change 
the entire arrangement of furnishing 
light|for the city. 
BfAt St.X’loud there are two concerns, 
independent concerns, that furnish light 
for the city and the competition natur­ 
ally brings the cost to the consumer 
down to a proper basis. The one is a 
water power plant and the other a steam 
plant. 
It is a matter that will probably bo 
taken up within a short time, for, as in 
the case of the water works matter, it 
will take several months to make inves­ 
tigations and arrive at a feasible and 
proper plan. 
The city council for the next two years 
then hasfjust a little responsibility on 
its shoulders and upon their action de­ 
pends the success or failure in the man­ 
agement of the water works and electric 
light plants.

flag. 
From Saigon comes a dispatch 
saying Rojostvensky, 
with his ships 
provisioned for six 
months, left his 
“last stopping place” Wednesday even­ 
ing, southward bound. 
The reading of the writing on the 
wall 
is 
clear. 
Rojestvensky, 
after 
leaving Kamranh bay, steamed north­ 
ward, and his departure was followed 
by the publication of dispatches, ema­ 
nating from 
Russia, and presenting 
with 
most childlike 
simplicity 
the 
statement that he had seized the is­ 
land of Hainan as a base; that he was 
sheltered in the gulf of Tonquin, and 
that ho was prepared to wait there un­ 
til such time as Nobogatoff could join 
him. 
Whether the Japanese intelligence 
office was deceived by this infantile 
openness cannot, of course, be known, 
but it Is undoubtedly a fact that the 
general public has been magnificently 
misled. 
Rojestvensky has been quiet­ 
ly moving south until he knew of Ne- 
bogatofTs appearance in the Straits of 
Malacca, and then, with full coal bunk­ 
ers and “provisioned for six months,” 
sailed swiftly to meet his brother ad­ 
miral, With the added force of four 
battleships and a cruiser, Rojestvensky 
will now have command of eleven bat­

and eight 
cruisers,

a strengthened 
torpedo 
flotilla—an armada which, unwieldly 
though it may be, cannot at any rate 
be sunk by Togo without inflicting se­ 
vere damage.

and her

more rapid and his pulse lower, termi­ 
nating in less than two hours in death. 
The end was 
peaceful and 
without 
pain, the general remaining conscious 
until within five minutes of the end. 
Half an hour 
before death 
General 
Lee recognized 
his brother, 
Daniel 
Lee, who came into the room for a mo­ 
ment. 
f.n the room when he died were Dr. 
Montgomery, one of the physicians at 
the hospital; Miss Dorsey, a relative, 
and a nurse, two of the attending phy­ 
sicians, Doctors Edie and Kean having 
retired temporarily. 
A pathetic fea­ 
ture of the case is that although Gen­ 
eral Lee was blessed 
with a family 
consisting of a wife and five children, 
not one of them was with him at the 
time of his death.

General Lee was the president of the 
exposition company. 
His 
heart and 
soul have been in the work and he la­ 
bored zealously to make It a success. 
General Lee long has been a promi­ 
nent figure In Washington. 
Prior to 
thq Civil war 
he saw_ considerable 


frontier duty in movements against 
the Indians. 
He was a nephew of the 
famous Confederate general. Robert 10. 
Lee, and like him saw active service 
in the Confederacy, being a major gen­ 
eral in the 
Confederate army. 
Gen­ 
eral Lee filled a number of important 
positions, including the governorship 
of Virginia, the presidency of the Pitts­ 
burg and Virginia 
railroad and the 
consul generalship at Havana. Follow­ 
ing his honorable discharge from the 
volunteer army on March 2, 1901, Gen­ 
eral Ix.*e was appointed to the regular 
army Feb. 11, 1901, with the rank of 
brigadier general, and with this rank 
he was retired in the March following. 
Arrangements for General Lee’s fu­ 
neral will not be made until after the 
arrival in Washington of Mrs. Lee.

IN CHICAGO. 


AN INJUNCTION IS GRANTED 


STRIKERS ARE 
ENJOINED FROM

UNION DRIVERS. 


Chicago, Aorll 2D,— For thn first tim<* 
altiro the strike of the Ameriean Rnil- 
wny union In 1894, the governm ent oí 
the U nited F tates has been made a 
p arty to the labor troubles in this city. 
T he governm ent was brought Into the 
team stt rs’ strike during the day by 
the Issuance of an injunction by Judge 
C. C. K oh bu at of the 
United States 
circuit court. 
The writ was asked in 
behalf of th • Eint ioyem ' Team ing a s­ 
sociation on the grounds that th)> or 
ganization is incorporated urvler the 
laws of YVest Virginia and is there?0 -c 
under the 
protection of th«* 
f> (Fral 
court. 
The order com m ands icat nil 
defendants 
refrain irora any 
ini< r- 
feronee with the business of tin» Em ­ 
ployers’ Team ing com pany and com­ 
m ands 
th e strikers to refrain 
from 
picketing, m assing on the street, with 
Intent to interfere with th«» wagons of 
the com plainant, and from intern ring 
in any m anner with nonunion men in 
its employ. 
Copies of the 
injunction were im­ 
m ediately printed on large cards and 
two of those were attach ed to every 
wagon 
of the E m ployers’ 
Team ing 
company, which wont upon the streets 
during the day. 
The injunction ex ert­ 
ed a pacifying 
influence, and 
there 
w as less rioting in the* streets than on 
T hursday. 
A 
heavy thunder 
storm 
which continued during the latter part 
of the afternoon and through the even­ 
ing, also lent m aterial assistance in 
keeping the streets clear. 
Twelve arrests w ere m ade for in ter­ 
ference with the injunction, all of them 
being m ade at one time and place. At 
1:30 
p. in. tw o wagons loaded 
with 
coal approached 
the Union 
League 
club on Jackson boulevard and when 
they attem pted to drive Into the n a r­ 
row1 alley east of the clubhouse to un- 
lond, 
the nonunion team sters 
w ere 
attacked 
by a crowd of 
strike sym ­ 
pathizers and a lively flght resulted. 


Wagons Were Plainly Marked. 


The- w ag o n s were plainly m arked with 
copies of the injunction and the police 
In charging th e mob arrested tw elve 
strikers who are now confined In the 
H arrison street police station. 
One hundred and five copies of the 
injunction w ere given to United States 
M arshal Ames for service upon labor 
leaders And five bf his assistan ts Were 
sent out Im m ediately to servo them. 
W hen news of th e Injunction reached 
Presid en t 
Shea 
of 
th e 
T e a m ste rs’ 
union, he Issued the following order, 
signed by the com m ittee of team ster 
business agents: 
“To All 
Union T eam sters— P erm it 
no violation of the peace under any 
circum stances. C om petent drivers c a n ­ 
not be procured to handle the team s 
in Chicago and violence will not help 
us in this strike. 
He 
loyal to your 
union and obey its Instructions.” 
T he Injunction w rit is made re tu rn ­ 
able1 May 10 and the defendants will he 
given a hearing at 10 a. m. on th a t day. 
In the afternoon a new question in 
the strike situation w as placed before 
Judge Kohlsaat w hen 
attorneys for 
the ñcott T ran sfer Co. asked for an 
order to restrain th e heads of the v a ­ 
rious unions from c alling out the men 
who are working for the transfer com­ 
pany. 
It 
was 
claimed that 
a con­ 
spiracy existed am ong certain heads 
oi team sters' unions 
to call out the 
employes of the Scott T ransfer Co., 
which is also incorporated under W est 
Virginia laws and that therefore the 
protection of the United States should 
be given. 
Judge 
K ohlsaat declared 
that the Injunction 
prayed for was 
too sweeping in its scope and directed 
that a modified form be presented to 
him. 
Strike Spread Rapidly. 


T he strike spread steadily through­ 
out tin- 
day. 
T here are now 
about 
3,500 team sters on strike and their in­ 
action has largely deprived about 35,* 
000 other m en from work. 
It w a s impossible to have a package 
delivered to any address outside of 
the down town business section from 
any of the* large drygoods stores. 
E x­ 
press drivers, however, w ere in struct­ 
ed by the* strike leaders to carry cof­ 
fins and flowers to funerals and to In 
no m anner Interfere 
with the ship­ 
ment of corpses. 
J resident Shea of the team sters and 
Presid< nt Hold of th«* Chicago Fed­ 
eration of Labor m ade efforts during 
the day to secure conferences with the 
four brotherhoods of railw ay employes, 
but 
nothing lias 
so far 
developed 
along this line. 
Saturday night an ap­ 
peal 
will be m ade 
to the 
m aterial 
trades council for aid to the team sters. 
These unions have a m em bership of 
90,000 to 100,000 m en and will be asked 
to go on strike in sym pathy with the 
team sters it their work becom es In­ 
volved in the slightest m anner with 
supplies or deliveries from any of the 
establishm ents w here 
strikes 
have 
boon ( alb d. 
Efforts will also be made, 
It is said, to get out the employes of 
the Union Traction com pany, which 
controls all th© street railw ays on th© 
north and west sides ot the city, If any 
toal Is delivered to the traction com ­ 


pany by coal com panies whose men 
arc* now on strike.

T he arm was broken above the wrist. 
Steady progress haa been r e p o r t , i

they will have th eir business b r k to 
a norm al basis. 
T he express com panies 
have ha cl

and from the B altim ore and Ohio de­ 
pot to the sub treasu ry 
in the Rand- 
McNally building. 
F earing that th e 
express wagons might be attar ked or 
that the com panies would he unable to 
fulfill th*'ir contract* 
regarding the 
tra n sfe r of money, the local treasury 
officials notified the acting secretary 
of

W ashington. 
T hrough him the w ar dep artm en t was 
consulted and ord ers given providing 
for the changed conditions. 
T he sc - 
rotary of wair wired Colonel Duggan, 
? ow com m anding the Departm ent of 
th** Lakes, to use arm y w agons and a 
soldier guard, if the exp ress wagons 
and their usual guards cannot be use d.

them. 
Two Men Shot. 


Tw o men w ere shot and seriously in­ 
jured a t night by Charle s King, a non­ 
union driver for the Pacific Express 
company- 
King was on a Blue Island 
avenue ear when a crowd of strikers 
who had followed him boarded the car 
and attacked him. 
King 
drew a re­ 
volver and em ptied it at his assailants. 
He shot none of the m en who attacked 
him, but instead the bullets stru ck two 
men who were standing n e a r watc h- 
ing the fight. 
Joseph Ziegler received 
a bullet In the left thigh, and P atrick 
E nright was shot in the left arm. 
King was 
arrested by 
th e police 
a fte r a fight in which he attem p ted to 
shoot the officers. 
A colored driver was badly beaten 
and several detectives and strik e sym ­ 
pathizers w ere injured in a strike riot 
resulting from an a tte m p t of nonunion 
drivers to deliver coal to the M ajestic 
hotel. 
T he first spread 
of the strike into 
th e building trad es occurred at night 
w hen 300 
carpenters, plum bers 
and 
electrical w orkers, employed In work 
connected with th e construction of two 
additional stories on the store build­ 
ing 
of the Fair, 
walked out. 
They 
claim ed th a t they w ere asked to work 
w ith nonunion men. 
All of the unions 
to which the strik ers belonged will be 
asked to support the strike.
